Santa Ana College Jour-

2.0 Rule Necessary for JC Development

Should a college student 
be required to maintain a 
2.0 grade point average 
While engaged in intercol- 
legiate activities? 

This is the decision fac- 
Ing the delegates to the 
‘alifornia Junior College 
student Government Asso- 
iation at the Biltmore 


Hotel in Los Angeles this week- 
nd. 


If this week’s council meeting 
is any indication, supporters of 
this bill may have a rough time 
pushing it through. 

Freshman President Warren 
Vining brought a motion before 
the governing body, recommend- 
ing that the SAC delegation vote 
yes on the 2.0 proposal now be- 
fore the State convention. 

Vining experienced several 
anxious moments before the 
council finally passed the motion 
11-3 giving its approval, (See 
Council Comments on page 3). 

If the controversial bill passes 
the state convention it will go 
before the California legislature 


as a recommendation from the 
Junior Colleges. 

As it now stands, at most jun- 
ior colleges in the State of Cali- 
fornia, a person is allowed to 
compete in athletics, perform in 
a drama production, or serve in 
any other intercollegiate activity 
with a grade point average be- 
low 2.0. 


With the population explosion 
which is now taking place all 
over the State, colleges are find- 
ing it more and more necessary 
to tighten their entrance regu- 
lations. 


The majority of students at- 
tending junior colleges are here 


to prepare themselves for their 
final two years of college educa- 
tion. One of the primary respon- 
sibilities of the junior college to- 
day is to serve as a spring board 
into a four year institution for 
its students. 


Junior colleges are set up as 
institutions of high education, 
not as a place to play for some 
students. Students who are in- 
terested in athletics, drama, or 
any other activity, must have 
grades before they can enter the 
four year college of their choice. 


Los Angeles City College, as 


an example, already has an en- 
forcement of the 2.0. The new 


school amendment was passed by 
the student council and voted on 
by the student body. It takes 
effect next semester. 


Riverside City College has 
tightened down on students who 
have insufficent scholastic stand- 
ings. In a recent vote before the 
student council, the council ruled 
against incoming students who 
are on probation and trying to 
enter into a student body office. 


Most schools in the Southern 
California area have realized the 
need for stricter academic rules. 
At the regional meet held recent- 
ly, the 2.0 bill was passed by an 
overwhelming margin, 23-4-3.

Traffic Major Problem’ 


In the 10 year period from 
1950 to 1960, Orange County 
had an increase of 225% in pop- 
ulation, making it the fastest 
growing major county in the 
United States. The County’s 
automotive population is over 
341,000, cad with the popula- 
tion expected to increase three or 
four fold over the present 
800,000 by 1980, a sound solu- 
tion has to be drawn. 

Koch’s 1960 report in the 
Orange County Board of Super- 
visors Economic Growth Study 
involves a drawn up plan which 
is already in use. Some of the 
main features of the plan are: 


(1). The County has adopted 
master projects for future high- 
ways and freeways—plans de- 
signed to meet the requirements 
and needs of a modern metro- 
politan area. More than 250 
miles of full freeways will be 
developed, chiefly three Federal 
Interstate Highways, including 
completion of the last link of the 
Santa Ana Freeway, plus the 
building of the San Diego and 
San Gabriel Freeways, all with 
Federal funds. 

(2) In addition to the propos- 
ed freeways, it is possible that by 
1980 the area will be served by 
a mass rapid transportation sys- 
tem. This new system, according 
to informed sources, will un- 
doubtably be a monorail or an 
electric railway. 

(8) In the last three years a 
total of 72 projects have been 
budgeted inside of incorporated 
areas. Forty of these projects 
are for the widening of old two- 
lane streets to a modern four- 
lane capacity. Rebuilding of old 
roads and building of new roads 
through underdeveloped areas 
have constituted other projects. 

The Santa Ana and Riverside 
freeways, The Growth Study fur- 
ther stated, have greatly helped 
to reduce congestion created by
